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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication,  the  thirty-third  edition  of  the  directory  of  officials  and 
organizations  concerned  with  wild-life  protection,  is  compiled  to  meet  the  needs 
of  officials  charged  with  the  administration  of  game  laws  and  for  the  convenient 
use  of  persons  who  wish  to  communicate  with  officials  and  organizations  con- 
cerning wild-life  conditions  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  The  directory  fol- 
lows the  same  general  form  of  previous  editions.1 

The  directory  includes  only  those  organizations  that  are  national  or  state-wide 
in  character,  it  being  impracticable  to  include  purely  local  organizations. 

Persons  who  contemplate  hunting  or  fishing  trips  should  obtain  full  informa- 
tion concerning  the  game  and  fish  laws  of  the  States  they  expect  to  visit.  In 
each  State  these  laws  are  published  in  pamphlet  form  and  may  be  obtained  upon 
request  to  the  proper  official.
